The first Edwards Reunion was held at the Mt. Zion Church, about six and one- 
half miles northeast of Grand River, Iowa, on Sunday, September 9, 1928 in honor nf 

(Whistling) John A. Edwards of San Angelo, Texas, who was visiting in Iowa at the 
time. 


H*Tuttle and son, Wilden, conducted church services at eleven o'clock after 
which dinner was served cafeteria style. In the afternoon a history of the Edwards 
families was given by Alvice Ramsey.

The 
reunions have been held in Grand River, Van Wert, and Osceola. 

Margaret Edwards served as Secretary and Treasurer until 1944 when Mrs. Roy (Amy) 
Edwards was elected and has served since. Other officers are elected each year.

Fo1lowing, are copies of two original letters written by Benton Edwards to his 

mother and stepfather, William and Rebecca (Edwards) Cole. Benton was on his wav to 
California: J 


October the 10th A.D. 1862 

Dear mother I now take my seet to write you a few lines to let you no that I am 
yet alive and well, hoping these lines may come safe to hand and find you all enjoy¬ 
ing the same blessings. I have nothing of much importance to write to you. Times is 
good here wages is from two to four dollars per day and money is plenty. I am now 
in Nevada teritory at galena city about twelve miles from the truckey River. I will 
tell you of some of our Indian troubles on the plains We got along verry well 
until we got on Snake River We was traveling one day when a man come up on horse 
oac.\. and inrormed us that a train was attacted about five miles ahead and wanted 
assistance We drove up as quick as we could and a shocking scene it was, e train 
of eleven wagons was Robed of evrything and stock drove off thare was one man 
killed and two or three wounded Captain kanadys and newmans trains was on the 
ground so we helped the destitute on about three miles where we encamped. 


Tms was on the 9th of August also captain Hunters train was attacted on the 
same day two men killed and two wounded lost a span of mewls and bagage out of 

one wagon We put out strong guard that night, and next day thare was about thirty 

nine men went out to see if they could get the stock Wm Ritchie was one of them 
that went out hapily for me I stayed in camp they got about five mile and was 
attacted with about two hundred Indians and had to fight their way back to camp 
seven men was killed and five wounded so we found out it would not do to fight 
the rascals for they was well mounted and we had to take it a foot so we left here 
Bo quick as we could and struck Rart River we turned up this river aming to strike 
the old California Road and go on to the humbolt river we went on about two days 
and was a traveling in a canien on the head of raftriver where we come to four men 
dead by the road side and the wagon burnt we traveled on till nigt and encaped and 
about one o clocx in the night, Bang Bang went the guns both Indians and guard evry 
maLL was to arms and returned tne fire equaly as hot as they sent it they did no 
damage to the train at all next morning we hitched up and went on and had no more 
trouole we saw where thare had bin twelve persons killed on the humboldt I will 
drop the subject out I cant tell the half that I have seen. 


I would like to hear from you all I hant heard a word from home since I left 
I heard they was a drafting thare and I would like to no whether the Boys has had to 
go i_o war or not thare is but little said about the war here altho the people is 
about equaly devided the mines is tolerable good here, gold silver and lead I 
left Bill and Hugh at Humbolt City about one hundred and sixty miles from here I 
hant heai.d from them since I left Hent is at work about one mile from where I am 
I will just say this is a hard place the saloon doors is open every Sunday and men 
drinking whiskey and playing cards thick as Bees.

fect health and soundness of mind. We received your kind letter bearing date of 
the 15th of february on the second instant and was glad to hear that you were well 
then. the connection here are all well as far as I know we have nothing of mutch 
interest to write to you. times is verry hard here and money scarce. Corn is 

selling from seventy-five to one dollar, bacon from twelve one half to fifteen 
cents and other things in proportion. We have had the coldest and the bacwardest 
spring here that has ever been known and I reckon you have had your share of it too. 
I will now alter the subject. My old woman and I have got disattisfied where we are 
and desire some of you to come after us as soon as you can and if you do come you 
had better bring a boy or too along to help on with the sheep as we are aiming to 
make our home amongst you and if none of you can come write immediately and let us 
know what to do. but if you do come we will try to be ready any time if we are 

able to travel and then when we get face to face we will tell you all about matters 
and things so I will come to a close by subscribing ourselves.

Editor of the Grand River Local 


As I have been visiting lately in your part of the country, I thought I would 
write you what a pleasant time I had. 

I landed in Grand River on Feb. 6, and left Van Wert on the 4th day of March. 

I was visiting the early scenes of my life. It will be 46 years on the 12th day of 
May next, since we struck camp on Long Creek with Thos. Ramsey, Wm. Wheelis, James 
Ramsey, Anderson Edwards and my mother and her family, Robert Warrick having pre- 
ceeded us a little. This was the memorable rainy season and we were the first set¬ 
tlers in that part of the country and you may be assured we had a hard time of it 
the first winter. There we had to pound our meal in a mortar for bread, and it out 
of frost bitten corn at that. 

The first person buried there was Mrs. H. L. Louthen. Brother Anderson Edwards 
helped to bury her and he said they went down on Long Creek and cut down a Lyn tree, 
split out slabs as thin as they could with a broad ax and fastened them together with 
wooden pins to bury her in. The first fall we were there, there was hardly well ones 
enough to take care of the sick and no doctor to be had. There were also lots of 
Indians for two or three winters after we came. 

Game was very plenty then, such as deer and wild turkey. If I had had a good 
Winchester rifle, as we have now, I believe I could have killed deer faster than a 
hand and team could have brought them in. Equipped as I was I killed a great many

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more, I think, than any man ever did there, unless it was old Robert Warrick. Wild 
bees were also very plentiful and some were very rich with honey.

I helped get 
out the timbers to build Funk's Mill which I think was in .1853 or 1854. I have 
stopped many a time when going through the ridge to Funk's Mill on the east side of 
the river and looked over where Grand River now is and wondered if that was not a 
mighty good country over there, and not the sign of a white man on it and I find 

that my eyes did not deceive me for I see some very fine farms and thrifty farmers 
in the vicinity of Grand River. 


The parties I visited while there were the Youngs, Folands, Edwards, 
Adams, Goins, Burchetts, Grimms and others, mostly all old Pioneers and it 
pleasure to me to meet with them once more and talk over old times.

Perhaps- some ofjou remember back in the 1920's when the Edwards descendants be¬ 
came interested in .an Edwards estate in New York City. 

In August, 1957, Richard Peterson, son of Dale and Myrna (West) Peterson who 
was serving in Germany, clipped the following article from a German newspaper: 

"THEY HOPE TO STRIKE IT RICH" 

Evidently it's the Edwards and not the Indians who own Manhattan Island....or 
at least part of it including Wall Street....if a certain scrap of paper can be found 
to prove it. 

According to four members of the Edwards clan stationed near London, that miss¬ 
ing scrap of paper is worth between three to eleven billion dollars and each of the 
Edwards stand to gain 3 million dollars apiece, if the scrap of paper can be found. 

And to prove that they are not joking, all of the Edwards who claim to own Wall 
Street have organized into the International Association of Edwards Heirs, Inc. and 
the clan retains a full time legal council to handle their claim. 

Oddly enough the whole thing started back in 1642 when a guy whose name wasn't 
Edwards, but Thomas Hael, was granted a patent on the property by the then Dutch 
Government of New York. 

Hael' s only child, a daughter, married to one Thomas Edwards inherited the 
patent which, according to the modern day Edwards, was confirmed by the Governor 
bovelace of New York. 

The story begins to get complicated about 1778, when one Robert Edwards, a 
descendant of Thomas Edwards, became annoyed with his son and punished him by leas¬ 
ing his inheritance to John and George Cruger for 99 years at a yearly rental of 1000 
pounds and a peppercorn....which wasn't exactly hay in those days. Stipulating that 
the land would revert to his heirs after 99 years, Robert took off for Tennessee 
where he became a copper miner and alledgedly deeded to the wife of his son Isaac, all 
of his holdings in New York. 

In the meantime, it is claimed the Crugers sublet the land to a New York church 
which still retains possession of it. 

Now Isaac had five sons, all of whom fought for the South during the Civil War. 
One of the sons was wounded in the battle of Gettysburg and was absent minded ever 
since, his heirs claim. Unfortunately, the absent minded son had inherited the deed 
to the New York billions,...and misplaced it. The Edwards have been looking for that 
slip of paper ever since. 

But according to the great grandson of Isaac Edwards, Capt. Roy G. Edwards, 
stationed with the 3921st Recon. Tech. Sq. in West Drayton, near London, the Edwards 
in the London area don't belong to their clan club. They don't expect anything to 
come of the claim, but just in case it does, they hope to share in some of that cab¬ 
bage or peppercorn. 

Coincidentally, Capt r Edwards has two kinfolk stationed in the same squadron 
with aim, T/bgt. Thomas S. Edwards and S/Sgt. Bobby M- Edwards. A fourth member, 
M/Sgt. W 7 m. J, Edwards is with the 485th Communications Sq. stationed at nearby High 
Wycombe.

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EXPLANATIONS 



The Genealogy is arranged by generations, and by families. The names of all 
individuals are consecutively numbered; and some names appear, first as a child, and 
second as the head of a family. If the name appears a second time as the head of a 
family, the number first given is repeated in parentheses. The names of children, 
whose histories are continued in the next generation, are marked with an asterisk, 
thusly: *2. In several instances, three generations will be completed in one writing. 

The Record is written in two parts - the Ramsey Section and the Edwards Section. 
Some family’s records are not complete because we were unable to contact them, or 
they failed to respond. 

An example - using the index° 

Edwards - Roy & Amy (Ramsey)... (198) , *140.. 51, 124 

Turn to page 51, and find (198), Amy Ramsey , and an account of her family. The 
asterisks before 451, 452, 454 and 455 indicate the children can be found in the next 
generation starting on page 91. To trace back, turn to page 51 again. Amy is listed 
as a child *198 on page 34, Her father was Alvice Ramsey, No. (81). He is listed as 
a child *81 on page 25. His father was Alexander Ramsey , No. (20), whose wife, Sarah 
Jane Edwards , is also listed in the Edwards Section *16, page 117. Alexander Ramsey 
is listed as a child *20, page 21. His father was Thomas Ramsey , No. (6) who is 
listed as a child *6, page 20. Thomas' father was Josiah Ramsey , No. (1), page 20, 
with whom the record was started. To trace Roy Edwards ' family turn to *140, page 
124, and proceed in the same way. 

In cases where the state has been omitted it is assumed the town is in Iowa un¬ 
less it is a well-known place such as Oma,ha. 

The Wheelis Cemetery, west of Van Wert, is often called the Tennessee or Mt. 

Zion Cemetery. 

The children in the baby photos are all under three years of age at this time, 
and represent different families. 

Available additions and corrections have been made. 

You will find two blank pages in the back for additional family records; and 
two heavier white sheets for photos.

And An Incomplete Record 
Of His Descendants 

FIRST GENERATION 


(1) Josiah Ramsey , born 1765 - died 1835. 

Married Elizabeth Coven , born 1765 - died 1840. 

Family tradition is not agreed on where Josiah Ramsey and Elizabeth Cowen were 
married. The story as related by David R. Hamblen, their son-in-law, was that they 
were married in Ireland and came to America soon afterwards, about 1790. They landed 
at Baltimore and were met at the wharf by some of their relatives who lived far out 
in the country. 

The other story is, as related by Mrs. Hilton Ramsey, 1933 of Sneedville, 

Hancock County, Tennessee, who has made a study of Ramsey History. 

This version is that Josiah came over before his wife, probably in company with 
John Cowen, her brother. John later sent money for his sister Elizabeth's passage 
to Pennsylvania. There she was met by Josiah and they were married soon. 

From there they moved, when they had but one child (about 1791) to Mulberry 
Creek, Hancock County, Tennessee, where he entered land and they lived the remainder 
of their lives. 

He built a water mill near his home which became a thriving business. He ac¬ 
quired 3800 acres of land. He died, the result of an injury caused from a fall while 
taking a barrel of corn up a stairs in his mill. Both were buried in the Ramsey 
Cemetery near where they lived. 

The Ramseys were of Scotch Irish descent. They trace their ancestry to the 
Highlands of Scotland,
